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Majority Approves 
Withholding Taxes 


While there is the usual dread of fac- 
ing the inevitable, majority opinion of 
employers and average Georgia taxpay- 
ers supports the proposal to withhold state 
income taxes. 

The Georgia State Chamber of Com- 
merce openly is supporting such a move 
in lieu of passage of new taxes as is 
Gov. Vandiver. While it will not mean a 
bonanza of new tax revenues, it is esti- 
mated that as many as 100,000 Georgians 
who do not now pay income taxes would 
be added to the tax rolls, 

All those many thousands who con- 
scientiously file their returns and pay 
their state income taxes especially would 
be pleased with such a plan. They find 
it rather unpalatable that so many have 
been able to dodge payment and that 
the state, which has tried hard, has been 
unable to pin them down. 

The plan also would insure payment 
of taxes by those who reside in other 
states and earn their living in Georgia 
as well as by those who work temporarily 
here and make no return of their earn- 
ings in any state. 

Total anticipated increase in collec- 
tions would amount to between two and 
two and a half million dollars. Revenue 
would be constant instead of merely at 
one period. 

In revising the tax structure, there is 
one additional step the state could take 
which would bring echoes of approval 
from all taxpayers. The provision which 
disallows deduction of federal income 
taxes in making state income tax pay- 
ments is unfair. It is collecting’ taxes 
upon taxes. While the state probably 
cannot afford to do so now, improve- 
ments in the economy and in tax collec- 
tions should make it possible to eliminate 
this unfair feature at an early date. 

In relation to ability to pay, Geor- 
gians do all right in paying taxes in sup- 
port of state government. In 1957 they 
paid 5.8 per cent of total personal income 
payments into state taxes—tenth in the 
nation. Those who willingly pay have the 
proper resentment against slackers. 

The state is derfidnstrating that 
through economies and better tax collec- 
tions it can live within its income. And 
in tax collecting, major opposition to the 
withholding plan will come from those 
who have escaped payment under the 
present system.

Atlanta—Khrushchev came to 
America out of a Russia which 
has been behind mutually inimical 
barriers for nearly 40 years. He 
is convinced that the theories on 
which the Russian revolution was 
based have been overlooked and 
disregarded by the Americans for 
all this time, and he is full of 
the ideas of the new religion. 
Only Walter Reuther, of all the 
people he met, said clearly and 
distinctly that while Russia has 
been struggling to implement 
these theories in order to erase 
the evils against which Marx 
fought, the West already a long 
time ago solved the question of 
the underpaid worker and farmer. 
In America it is rather the ques- 
tion of restraining somehow the 
worker and the farmer so as not 
to imperil the other citizens. 


- Since all over the world some 
people do the work and others 
do the job of supervising them, 
Khrushchev wants only to talk 
to the supervisors since he feels 
they are the only ones who count. 


Khrushchev knows that every 
Russian knows that everywhere 
across the borders from Commu- 
nist countries the people have 
nice dresses, big houses, cars, 
jewelry, their own farms, nylon 
stockings, watches, cooking pots, 
toys, and everything—everything 
in all colors, shapes, forms and 
sizes. He is promising the Rus- 
sians the same thing they know 
are to be had across the borders; 
and also he is promising them 
less . firing squads, less. slave 
mines, less state centralization

And I had an unfortunate ten- 
dency to miss the truck.

that President FEisen- 
hower shows that his patience is strained to the 
near-breaking point by the long steel strike, how 


can the union leaders and the management leaders expect that the 
American people will tolerate much longer this unyielding trial of 
strength without demanding that the government act to protect 


the public interest? 
Here is a President who pro- 
foundly wishes to secure the func- 


tioning of collective bargaining- 


from government interference and 
who wants to see both labor and 
management free to negotiate 
their disputes without the govern- 
ment tilting the scales either way. 


But the’ President cannot safe- 


guard the conference table if one 
side or the other or both refuse 
to use the conference table faith- 
fully. , 
Eisenhower put it bluntly at his 
press conference. ‘‘Free collective 
bargaining,’’. he said, ‘“‘has. ap- 
parently broken down.”’ 

The issue which Elsenhower is 
now raising is this: | 

Haven't labor and management 
a stake which transcends the is- 
sues of the strike —~the stake of 
preserving collective bargaining 
itself? | . 

Collective bargaining is in jeop- 
ardy by the failure to settle the 
steel strike after 11 weeks, 

I think it is revealing that Ei- 
senhower used a, news con- 
ferencewhich he had called ex- 
pressly to give his appraisal of 
his talks with Premier Khru- 


shchev, as the occasion to make . 


his strongest statement yet on 
steel. No doubt Mr. K.’s words 
were ringing in his ears—‘‘we are 
treading on your heels, we will 
catch up with you, we will sur- 
pass you, we will (figuratively) 


bury you’ — when he launched 
into the strike problem: 

“I am not going to’ permit 
Ameriean workers to remain un- 
necessarily unemployed. 

“This is an intolerable situa- 
tion. It must not continue.” 


If this statement means any>> 


thing -— and I suspect it means 
a very great deal — it means 
that when two rights come into 
sustained conflict, that is, the 
right of collective bargaining and 
the right of*the public to protect 
itself from the failure to use. col- 
lective bargaining-effectively, the 
President will act to protect the 
public interest. . 

There are various steps he can 
take. 

He can use the power of the 
presidency to press for the 
resumption of serious negotia- 
tions. 

He can invoke the Taft-Hartley 
law which could halt the strike 
for at least 75 days and author- 
ize a fact-finding board ‘to take 
testimony and. supervise a strike 
vote on the employers’ last offer. 

If wages and working rules can- 
not be worked out in the national 
interest by collective bargaining 
Congress will almost certainly re- 
sort to wage controls and price 
controls. Isn’t it better for both 
labor and management to use col- 
lective. bargaining faithfully to 
avoid them? ~<~ i

debris-littered roadway. 


A Constitution reporter was one 


of the first to go hack in with 
Folly Beach residents to the 
stricken area. Police were only 
allowing residents. repairmen and 
reporters into the area, which 
was still under National Guard

Debris lining the road to the 
beach was automobile-high in 
some spots. ; 

The hurricane’s awesome blow 
at the resort-residential beach 
literally ripped dozens of homes 
and. buildings asunder, scattered 
trees as if they were matchsticks 
and severed all means of power 
communication. :

CLINICS COOPERATE 


Child guidance clinics coop- 
erate with parents, social agen- 
cies, courts, schools and other 
institutions in dealing with chil- 
dren’s emotional and adjust- 
ment problems. The _ clinics 
usually are called on as a sort 
of “last resort.”” Parents and 
school officials seek services 
of the clinics only when they 
themselves have failed to work 
out a child's problem. 


The prevention of disease—a 
public health philosophy—is em-.- 
phasized in Georgia's child 
guidance clinics, says Dr. J. F. 
Hackney, Fulton County com- 
missioner of health. The age 
of children served reflects this 
philosophy.

Two clubs which made it the hard way are in op- 
posite corners for the 56th chapter of the greatest 
baseball show on earth, which returns to Comiskey 
Park in Chicago Thursday for the first time in 40 
years. 


Al Lopez’ Go-Go Sox had to scramble all the way. They even- 
tually squeezed into the World Series by winning 35 one-run games. 
Speed, defense and steady pitching are their trademark. 


The Yankees, of course, were 
awarded the pennant last spring. They 
went to post at 3-5, the shortest price 
in history, and came home third. For 
the second. time in 11 years, Casey 
Stengel will be a spectator. 


In some respects Los Angeles is 
more akin to Cinderella than the Chi- 
sox. The Dodgers plummeted all the 
way to seventh place in their first sea- 
son on the West Coast. 


They said that stars who had pro- 
duced pennants in Brooklyn were 
through. Pee-Wee Reese is a cvach. 
Duke Snider, Carl Furillo, Gil Hodges 
and others were supposed to be over 
the hill. 


Milwaukee was a solid choice 
to take it all for the third straight 
year. Only a few weeks ago, L. A. 
General Manager Buzzie Bavasi 
was saying that the club hadn’t lived up to expectations. Cross- 
examined about Walter Alston’s future, Bavasi said no de- 
cision had been reached. He added that the Dodgers should 
have won more games. 


When Bavasi rendered his dissertation, the Dodgers closely re- 
sembled an also-ran. San Francisco was steaming towards the pen- 
nant, and the Giants’ major problem seemed to be getting Candle- 
stick Stadium completed for the Series. 


But the Giants folded completely in the stretch. And it would be 
an exaggeration to say that the Dodgers and Braves came on strong. 
This seemed to be the pennant that no one wanted in the National 
League. 


—N. L. Champs Sneaked in the Side Door 


The Dodgers lost to the Cubs and the Braves dropped a decision 
to the hapless Phils necessitating the playoff. It was the same story 
right down to the wire. On the final play of the season, Felix Man- 
tilla handed the gonfalon to the Dodgers via his game-ending error. 
The Dodgers won only 88 games, finishing with the lowest per- 
centage of any pennant winner. 


But the Dodgers deserved to win. Two years of pennant pros- 
perity had dulled the appetite of the Braves. They weren't a hungry 
bear-down ball club until it was too late. Manager Fred Haney ad- 
ministered tongue lashings along the way. The man wasn't satisfied 
with the brand of baseball played by the Braves, and the fans 
weren't satisfied with Haney. 


Despite consistent denials by Birdie Tebbetts, he'll probably 
move out of the front office and into the dugout before next sea- 
son. Many believe that Tebbetts was imported for the specific 
purpose of managing the club. 


Off past performances this Series has the earmarks of a seven- 
game set.

Now 
he’s Alston's choice as the starting pitcher.
